SEIZING THE CONGO. 


PORTUGAL STEALS A MARCH ON 
EUROPE 


Ard Boists Ber Flag Over the Territory Along the 
Congo—An Anglo-American Alliance Suggest- 
ed by the English Papers—A Reputed 
Plan to Rescue Cunningham. 


Beewiy, February 3.—It is announced that 
a Portuguese man-of-war has formally an- 
nexed both banks of the Congo and the con- 
tested coast line. Portugal has emphatically 
rejected the proposals of the African interna- 
tional association, which France has approved. 
She made the whole of the territory on the 
right bank between the French frontier and 
Tchiloango, down to the Congo, and eastward 
to the fourteenth degree of longitude. 

COMMENTED ON IN ENGLAND. 

Loxpox, February 3.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zeite, commenting on the seizure of both 
banks of the Congo river by Portugal, _ 
it must be admitted that by this stroke the 
government at Lisbon has forestalled the deci- 
sion of the powers. The powers, at the very 
moment that Portugal is making the annexa- 
tion, the Gazette says, are discussing Germa- 
ny’s proposal, which has the support of Eng- 
land, to grant the International African asso- 
ciation the southern bank of the river, which 
Portugal has appropriated.

The ‘republic will, ere long, 
claim admittance into the European Areopagus 
whenever dealing with questions pertaining 
to interests outside the boundaries ol 
the Enropean continent. England’s duty, 
therefore, the Gazette contends, ts to 
make the most . of this great 
fact. Blood is thicker than water. The United 
States is England’s natural ally. After the 
federation of the British empire,-there will re- 
main for the British statesman no taste com- 
parable in importance to that of the conciu- 
sion of an alliance between Great Britain and 
the great republic which has sprung from 
England’s loins. 

A French Fight. 

Panis, February 3.—Admiral Combat has 
telegraphed to the war office that the French 
forces, after a severe fight, have carried the 
Chinese works commanding tbe Kelung mines. 
He states that the French troops lost nine 
killed and 53 wounded during the engage- 
ment. The Chinese lost-heavily. —

The train was rvnning atebout twenty-five miles 
an bour, and it is probable that the negro was 
badly huit. The men were officers wanting him.

‘*Poniatowski is a fit 
and enslaved Poles. He is one of the brightest 
fellows lever met; speaking six languages, thor- 
oughly refined, amiable, kind and hand- 
some, he is fit to grace any 
court. He has often told me 
his story, which is not only romantic, 
but eyen thrilling. After the war between Russia 
and Poland, bis father was banished to Siberia for 
some alleged Polish conspiracy. His mother, with 
the prince, then an infantin arms, heroine that 
she was, refused to be separated from her husband 
and accompenied him into that bleak and dreary 
country. As might have been expected, her deli- 
cate constitution soon gaye way,and she died an 
exile from home and friends, The father, although 
subjected to the most cruel privations, kept his 
heaith and worked like a common labor with 
the other prisoners.

POLICE PROTECTION. 

A committee of council has been appoint- 
ed to confer with the aldermanic board for 
the purpose of bringing about a compromise 
in regard to the enlargement of the police 
force. This conference will take place this 
afternoon, and by that time it is to be hoped 
that the committee from council will have 
concluded that the question is one of the 
most important that has been discussed— 
that it is a question demanding, not compro- 
mise, but prompt and vigorous action. It is 
a question that affects not only the present 
welfare of the city, but its future progress, 
and thus has a direct bearing upon the value 
of city property. It affects i» a large meas- 
ure the prosperity of the and is inti- 
mately connected with ‘:o growth and devei- 
opment. 

The police force is not only small, but it 
is absolutely inadequate to meet the demands 
made upon it by the interests of so large @ 
city as Atlanta. Even when the proposed 
additions to the force are made, it will be 
absurdly inadequate, but this fact shou'd not 
be used as an argument against the necessary 
appropriation. 

The authorities are dealing with a very se- 
rious matter—a matter that affects every in- 

~ terest of the city, and whatever is done 
should be in the direction of protecting the 
interests that absolutely demand protection. 
But for the superior management of our 
little bandful of policemen—management 
that has developed the energies of every man 
connected with it—the town would have 
been given over long since to the roughs and 
‘tovgbs and burglars; and it is one of the 
marvels that there have been so few viola- 
 tiens of law, comparatively speaking. 
- Butit must be apparent to all who have 
interested themselves in the matter that 
the smal] force has done the best it

could, and even better than might have been 
expected, it is wholly inadequate to the de- 
mands that are made upon it. It must be 
apparent to every member of thecity govern- 
ment that the law-breakers have gauged the 
powers of the police and are now enabled to 
rob and steal and plunder at their leisure. 
This condition of affairs has been growing 
worse for some _ time. Our- small 
force is more active and is more 
intelligently managed than ever before, but 
it is utterly unable to cope with the law- 
breakers who know just when and where to 
ply their avocation. A patriot cannot be in 
a hundred places at one and the same time, 
an this fact is well known to the fraternity 
of robbers and burglars. 

‘The sewers can wait until May much more 
conyeniently than the citizens who want 
police protection; they can wait until May, 
and they will have to wait in any event until 
winter is over, but every day that citizens are 
compelled to wait for police protection in- 
tensifies a situation thatis already intoler- 
able. It should be borne in mind that there 
bas been no actual shrinkage in real estate val- 
ues, no shrinkage,at any rate,calculated to ap- 
peal to the sensibilities of the assessors; and, 
in addition to this, we have already shown in 
these columns that nearly, if not quite a mil- 
lion dollars worth of new buildings have been 
added to the taxable property of the city. 
There is nothing in the way of a reasonable 
addition to the present inadequate police 
force. 


A RACING AND DRIVING PARK, 

Atlanta is going to haye a fine gentlemen's 
driving and racing park. We make this state- 
ment positively, because she has set her head 
on it, and consequently is going to have it. 

The advantages of such a park toa great 
city can hardly be overestimated. Besides 
the racing and trotting purposes for which it 
will be primarily established, it will serve as 
a delightful drive, and will furnisha track 
on which roadsters can be trained into speedy 
and steady horses. It can be utilized for 
Jersey cattle sales or exhibitions, and even 
for state fairs. If Atlanta had sucha park in 
readiness now, there is reason - to believe she 
could get the next state fair without serious 
trouble, It will be found an admirable ad- 
junct to Atlanta’s suburbs, and can be made 
a very attractive resort. 

One thing should be guarded. It should 
be first-class in every respect. If $25,000 will 
not make it this, $50,000 should be raised. 
There are strong men, and good men, who 
are willing to take hold of the matter, and if 
they get general support from those who will 
be most profited by the enterprise, we can 
lock for a park that will be acredit to At- 
lanta and to the state. It would hardly be 
worth while to attempt anything else. 

THE EXTRA ALLOWANCE ONCE MORE, 

Tue Constitution has had one or two edi- 
torials recently in?regard to the perquisites 
of members of congress. The first editorial 
was based on items appearing in the expense 
account of the clerk of the house of represen- 
tatives. The list prepared by the clerk 
showed that members of congress were in the 
babit of buying opera glasses, satchels, carpet 
bacs, rezor straps, steamer trunks, babie’s 
outfits and various other articles, all of which 
were paid for out of the contingent fund. 

This brought out an explanation to the el- 
fect that these articles were in reality paid 
for outof the extra allowance of $125 each 
which congress had voted its members. In 
the New York Sun, we sawa statement to 
the effect that in addition to the extra allow- 
ence, tbe members drew their supplies of 
stationery from a common stock. With this 
information before us, we proceeded to show 
that the $125 extra allowance, taken with the 
free stationery supplied by the govern- 
mebt, was not in strict conformity with 
Cemocraiic yiews of economy and referm. 

We learn, however, that our remarks were 
based on a misconception of thereal facts. 
Jt seems that there isno common stock of 
stationery from which the members may 
draw with impunity. The extra allowance 
of $125 isintended to cover .all demands for 
stationery that congressmen may make. 
That is the object of the allowance, and 
though it may seem large, it is barely sufti- 
cient to meet the demands of members of 
congress who make it a point to answer all 
the letters they may receive from their con- 
stituents and others. In other words the 
congressman who conscientiously looks after 
the interests of hisconstituents has his hands 
full of business of the kind that the newspa- 
pers call “arduous.” 

We bavye heard no explanation of the queer 
list of items that eppears on the accounts of 
the clerk of the house. Butin so large a body 
itis natural to suppose that there aresome 
men who do not attend strictly to business, 
end these haye enough of their extra allow- 
ance Jeft to warrant them in indulging in 
such luxuries as opera glasses, babies’ outfits 
and the like. The list in question has a dis- 
tinct western republicaa fiayor, and if the 
names of the congressmen who have contrib- 
uted to its queerness could be given, it would 
be found that the name of no southern dem- 
ocrat—certainly of no Georgia congressman— 
appears smong them. 


THE BANKRUPT ACT, 

The failure on Monday to pass the senate 
ban kruptcy bill undera suspension of rulesin 
the house, renders its fate very uncertain. 
The bill that Mr. Collins, of Boston, endeay- 
ored to call up on Monday is the Lowell bill 
that was passed by the senate nearly a year 
eco. Further efforts will doubtless be made 
to pass itin the house, but the opposition 
from the west and south is probably tgp 
strong to be overcome, 

The pending bill is undoubtedly better 
tban the one in force after the war, but it has 
not been largely approved in any portion of 
the country except in the eastern cities. It 
is practically a measure of New York and 
Boston merchants to prevent local prefer- 
ences, . 

The bil] makes the district courts of the 
United States the bankruptcy courts, with a 
right of appeal to the circuit courts. There 
is to be a commissioner in each congressional 
district, to beappointed by the judges cf the 
circuit court, and to receive asalary. These 
commissioners take the place of the old reg- 
istersin bankruptcy. In each circuit there 
is to bea supervisor; who is to watch the 
commissioners and their clerks. He is also 
to receive a salary. 

As to voluntary bankruptcy the bi!! pro- 


vides that “avy person’’ owing debts exceed- 
ing the amount of $50’ may petition fora 
discharge, and obtain oneon full disclosure 
and surrender of his property. The law with 
regerd to involuntary bankruptcy is consid- 


ably changed. The old law provided that 


“any person” might be adjudicated a k- 
rupt if he committed an act of bankrup{cy, 
owing $300, on petition of one or more cre#lit- 
ors, being one-quarter of all the number, and 
holding claims to the extent of one-third of 
allthe debis inamount. By section 39 of 
the new act, however, involuntary proceed- 
ings can only be had against a “‘trader’’ who 
owes debts exceeding in amount $1,000, 

By section 37 the creditors are to choose one 
or more trustees (assignees was the term used 
in the old Jaw), and the choice is to be made 
“by the greater partin value, and not less 
than one-third in number of the 
creditors voting.” By _ section 72, 
governing the priority of debts, the 
first charge upon the estate after the costs 
of the proceedings is ‘‘wages due to any work- 
man or laborer employed by the bankrupt, 
or not exceeding $500 in amount to any 
clerk.’’ This is certainly more just than the 
old law, which only allowed $50 for any ser- 
vant, clerk, or employe, and postponed such 
claims, the non-payment of which always 
causesa vast amount of innocent suffering, 
to debts and taxes owing to the United States, 
or the state. By section 75 the trustee is to be 
paid a reasonable compensation, to be deter- 
mined by the creditors, subject to the super- 
vision of the court, and which is not to ex- 
ceed the compensation allowed for similar 
services by the probate courts Of the state. 
By section 78 fraudulent preferences are 
made voidable by the trustee, if made within 
six months of the debtor's bankruptey. The 
old Jaw made this period four months, 

These and other changes in the bill will 
commend it to the country, comparatively 
speeking, but until there is a strong and 
clear demand from all sectionsof the country 
in favor of a general bankruptcy bill, no 
such bill should be passed. Theeast thus 
far seems to be the only section that wants a 
general law. The otber sections of the 
country either occupy a neutral position or 
are opposed to the enactment of a general 
law. The country is not ready for another 
bankrupt law, and congress should let the 


matter go over to another winter.

THE ROLLER-RINK MANIA, 

Roller skates, as a substitute for the skates 
that glide over ice, haye been in use many 
years, and they have not been materially im- 
proved of Jate. Thev are still on the best of 
floors, 2 clumsy and laborious substitute for 
the keen blades that skim over ice almost 
without friction. And yet all at once and 
without warning rinking has become a mania 
that afllicts every city and almost every ham- 
Jet in the Jand. So keen is the public appe- 
tite in this respect that the theaters and other 
amusements are sensibly affected. Their 
receipts are falling off, because the people, 
both old and young, have the rink fever. 
The south has had less of the new craze than 
the other sections of the country, but it is 
spreading towards the gulf, and no doeu)t 
every town will soon have its rink or rinks. 

Physicians of standing assert that the 
mania will not last long, because it furnishes 
a large percentage of broken bones, and 
sprains, nct to mention the contusions that 
attend the dull thud. Rinking produces not 
only bruises and fractures, but it enlarges 
the crop of headaches and vyarious other dis- 
orders. Rink accidents have in fact become 
one of the things that reporters can depend 
upon in largetowns. We do not know how- 
ever that the new sportis more productive 
of accidents than baseball or horse racing 
or poloor eyen lawn tennis. [Because the 
craze is new and people are unaccustomed 
to the new instruments of pleasure, we hear 
perhaps more of accidents than we will when 
all become adepts in theart. There areal- 
weys physicians who stand ready to cry 
“wolf? when there is no wolf, 

if the sport is really dangerousit should be 
discountenanced; but if clumsiness in the 
rinker isthe cause of all the trouble, it is 
plain the amusement should not be con- 
demned. Itcertainly aifords plenty of exer- 
cise, and when conducted under careful su- 
pervision it will doubtless prove as harmless 
as apy other sport in which large numbers 
participate. But whether it maims the 
multitude or not, itis plain the mania will 
run its course, and that no considerable town 
need expect to escape untouched. The chief, 
or rather the livliest industry of the country 
at present, consists in the construction and 
conduct of rinks. We are fast becoming a 
nation of rinkers. °

WHAT is now called the dynamite campaign 
commenced in England about four years ago. The 
explosion at the London mansion house early in 
1881 was the first attributed to the Irish dynami- 
ters. In the same year there were other explosions 
in Chester, Liverpool and London. Two of the 
Liverpool dynamiters were arrested, recognized as 
feniansand convicted. After this there was quiet 
fora time, and in the next resort to violence 
other means were employed. In 1882 
Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke were assassinated 
in Poenix park. Then dynamite was again used 
in the building of the local government board, in 
London, not far from the parliament house. For 
this Dr. Gallagher and his associates were arrested 
and convicted. For nearly a year the conspirators 
refrained from further attempts, until the ex plo- 
sions under London bridge and at Charing Cross 
station. Next followed the terrible explosions of 
the tower and Westminster hall. The loss of 
life resulting from these explosions has been small 
but this is merely owing to a happy accident. The 
dynemiters did their best to destroy life by whole- 
sale. They selected for their explosions public 
buildings and crowded thoroughfares, and gave 
themselves no concern about innocent women 
aud children, This isa brief review ofthe Irish 
dynamite campaign. Thusfsrithas done very 
little beyond arousing all overthe worlda deep 


abhorrence of the assassins.

EpiTors CONSTITUTION: I notice your correspoa: 
Gent on sweet ensilage does not say wherelore 
he doubts the ability of checking temperature. 
My impression is it can be done very easy by cut 
ting and filling on the ensilage that has already 
been cut off and left to heat. The first ensilage I 
ever made was year before last, 1883. My farm be 
ing only asmall one,I boughtof the New York 
plow company, 55 Beekman street, what they call- 
ed a two-horse power cutter with elevator attazhed 
and put up about thirty tons. Ihad the impres- 
sion on my mind from what I had read about ca- 
silage that the silo must nec- 

Veseari'y be filled up as soon as 
possible, and ought not by any means to be kept 
open more than three days, but my silo was (0 
large for my cutter, so 1 cut ail I could and put in, 
in about five days, and ow ou the 
cover a layer of plank all over, then filed on about 
eighteen inches of dirt. The next week i kept my 
silo open seven days; could not help it, first, be- 
cause Wy machinery got out of orderand hindered 
meapartof several days. Secondly, because I 
could not cut up as much asI wished, but | de- 
termined to risk it, and would examine the ensi- 
lage cach morning. If felt hot enough to coox au 
egg. but I continuedto cut on each day what I 
could untilI cut up what I had; then put on 
cover. I] felt, however, this silo would be no ac- 
count. Had no occasion to use it for two moatas, 
as my first one lasted all of three months, but 
when 1 opened it, it really seemed to be nicer, 
tenderer ensilage than the other.

4 REMARKABLE NEGRO, 


Death of Major Martin R. Delaney, a Cele- 
brated Scholar and Traveler. 
Cuar.eston, 8.C., February 3.—[Special.]— 
Mejor Martin R. Delaney, whose death oc- 
curred a few days since at Wilberforce, Ohio, 
was certainly one of the most distinguished 


negroes ofthe age. His lite was a long and 
eventful one. He was born in this city in 
May, 1812, end was theson of Samuel and 
Patty Delaney, free blacks. 
Delaney’s father was a renowned African 
chieftain, who was captured and brought to 
this country more than one hundred and fifty 
yearsago. The father of Patty, Delaney’s 
mother, was the only daughter of an African 
prince from the Niger Valley regionfof Central 
Africa. The major himself was a t pical ne- 
gro and was always proud of his pure 
African blood. The major acquired a re- 
merkably liberal education by dint ot hard 
study and constant work. He was a must 
voracious reader, and was especially fond. of 
books of adventure and travel. He possessed 
a penchant for the science of geography, and 
acquired vast knowledge in this department 
of learning. When a young man he removed 
from this city to Pittsburg, Pa. He pursued a 
course of medicine, but was never graduated. 
He became a writer for several periodicals in 
the north and was a very zealous anti-slavery 
man. finally he became a full-fledged doetor 
end went to Canada to ply his profession. 
Here he met with Gundertal success, 
aud, en account of his shining talents and 
comprehensive learning, was received into the 
best Canadian society. He was clected honor- 
ary member of several literary and scientific 
aseociations. In 1859. he went with an ex- 
ploring expedition into the hitherto unknown 
regions of central Africa. He spent more than 
a yeer on the dark continent. Major Delaney 
before returning to America spent some years 
in England. He delivered a series of lectures 
touching his travels and discoveries, which 
attraciecd marked attention, and made 
him fi conspicuous _ figure in Lon- 
den society. He was given aseat in the inter- 
nationel statistical congress, which was held in 
London, and over which the late Prince Albert 
presided. Delaney’s presence is said to. have 
caused the withdrawal oi the American dele- 
gation from that body. About this time Dela- 
ney was chosen an honorary. member of the 
roval society of science. He had the honor of 
dining with the queen, and was un intimate 
fricnd of Lord Brougham, who pronounced 
him the ablest living representative of his race. 
In 1562 Delarfey came back to the United States 
and made an effort to organize a “corps d'Af- 
rique,’’ but was not successful. He entered 
the union- army as an assistant sur- 
geon in the fifty-four Massachusetts 
regiment. Subsequently he was appointed 
major in the army, and in that capacity made 
his appearance again in South Carolina near 
the clore of the war. He was connected with 
the freedman’s bureau until it failed; then he 
settled down in Charleston. In 1874 he was 
nominated for lieutenant-governor by the in- 
dependent republicans, and was supported by 
the white voters of the state, but suffered an 
overwhelming defeat by the Chamberlain 
ticket. Jie was for nine years a trial justice in 
this. city subsequently, and performed his 
duties well. A few years ago he removed from 
Charleston to Willeerforee, Ohio, where he re- 
cently died.

President Lincoln Tells a Funny Story at a 
Solemn Time, 

From the New York Evening Telegram. 

“Just before the battle of Fredericksburg, know- 
ing that a large number of Pennsylvania troops 
were with Burnside, and that a general engage- 
ment between the two armies was imminent, I 
went to Washington and asked for transportation 
to the front. A tug was placed at my disposal, 
and I reached the armyin time to witness the 
battle.

HON. W. 0. TUGGLE DEAD. 


THE DEATH OF THE WELL KNOWN 
GEORGIAN IN THOMASVILLE. 


AfteraLorg Illness he Quietly Passes Away Sur- 
rounded by Friends and Relatives—Other 
Deaths in Georgia—Mr. Bayne Elis 
Dies of Heart Disease in Macoa. 


THOMASVILLE, February 3.—[Special.]--Hom 
William 0. Tuggle, of LaGrange, died here to- 
night at half past seven o’clock. His death was 
calm and peaceful and he passed away 
from earth with a . quiet resignation 
and brave trust that was afitting end 
tohis noble and useful life. His devoted wife 
and his eldest son were at his. bedside when he 
died and their grief was shared by a number of 
sorrowing friends who gathered in the chamber 
as the life drew toward its close. Colonel Tuggle 
came to Thomasville about a month ago. He was 
then in the last stages of consumption and fully 
realized that his death was only a question of a 
few weeks. The fatal phase of his terrible disease 
was contracted in Washington city and his health 
had been declining for many months. He had 
the best medical attention but he was 
beyond the power of the physician 
and prepared to meet his end with 
a bravery that always marked “hiscourse in life. 
Hewas conscious to the end. The remains will 
leave to-merrow morning at eight o’ciock for La- 
Grange, where they will be interred. Covlonel 
Tuggle bad seven children, six of whom are at La- 
Grange. Mrs. Tuggle is a sister of Colovel Albert 
Cox, of Atlanta. Colonel Tuzele was secretary of 
the Southern Baptist sssociation for many years, 


Colonel Tuggle was born in Henry county, 
Georgia, On the 25th of September, 1841. and was 
copscquentiy nearly 44 yearsof age. His parents 
cied While he was quite an infant. His father, 
who died young, was botha lawyer and a farmer, 
and was a member of the legislature from Henry. 
Colonel Tuggie was educated partiy at MeDon 
ough, partly at LaGrange and partly at Rome, and 
graduated at Mercer university. His army record 
Was unusually stirring. He enlisted in 
Apiil, 1861, in the Virginia army 
and Steid therewith until the summer 
campaign of 1862, when he was transferred to Gen, 
eral Morgan’s cavalry, with which he remained 
until the close of the war. He participated in the 
Kentucky raids, made by that famous chieftaia, 
and also in the Ohio raid. He was twice captured 
and imprisoned, once at St. Louis and once at Ia- 
dianapolis, but made his escape both times. 

In yolitics Colonel Tuggle was a democrat—of 
the Jeff. Davis kind first, and of the Seymour 
Tilden stripe afterwards. He was a vominee for 
the senate in 1868, but it was popular for demo- 
crats to be defeated in those unfortunate days.

Mr. Tuggle was best known. perhaps, on account 
of the large claims he collected for the state from 
the general government. In that work his great 
abilities redounded to the benefit of the state. He 
had exceptional giftsasa speaker. He manager 
to always put himself thoroughly en rapport with 
his audience. Hisstyle was popular, and his re- 
sources of anecdote, illustration, -wit and 
sarcasm never failing. He was _ thor- 
oughly familiar with the history of 
Georgia, especially the political history of the 
State. He was a member of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1877, and did the state valuable service 
in that body. He was married just after the war 
to Miss Margeret Cox, of LaGrange. a sister of Col- 
onel Albert Cox, of Atlanta. Mr. Tuggle leaves a 
comfortable estate.

A RAILROAD COLLISION. 


Wo Sections of. an Kast Tennessee Train 
; Collide Near’ McDonough. 

A terrible accident bappened near McDonouzh 
on the East Tennessee railroad last night about 
midnight in which two men were fatally injured 
and two trains and an engine were demolished. 

Two sections of freight train No. 22 both travel- 
ing north were the ones in the coilision. The 
particulars of the sad affair were meager in Atlan- 
ta at three o'clock this » morning. The rail- 
road officials were reticent when questioned, and 
whet information has been gathered was picked 
up from among the railroad men found in the 
Fast Tennesse yards after three o'clock this morn- 
ing.

About this 
time the second section came thundering along. 
A curve in the road was between the detached 
cars and the second section, and when Engineer 
Wysong, of the second section, rounded that 
curve he was so near the detached cars that it was 
impossible forhim to stop. He reversed his en- 


gine, however,but before he had time to spring olf 


the engine struck thecab. A deafening noise 
ensued. The air was filied with splinters. Hot 
steam and water from the engine blinded the men 
anda perfect pandemonium existed for a short 
while. The conductor on the rear train heard the 
noise above the raitling of his 
train and running forward found 
the engineer and fireman pinned in the ruins 
The entire crew was put to work, and in a short 
while the unfortunate men were removed. The 
fireman, whose name has not yet been ascer- 
tained, was quite badly, but it is thought not seri- 
ously, injured, Engineer Wysong, however, was 
mashed, bruised, burned and cut terribly. He 
was unconscious when removed, and it is feared 
by his friends that he will die. He isa new 
man on the road and was making his first 
tilp yesterday. The men were taken to McDon- 
ough, where they are being showed every atten- 
tion. The treins were badly wrecked. The engine 
drawirg the last train was smashed almost out of 
gbape.
